who has the least humanity, to recite these 
dreadful scenes of horror, cruelty, and de- 
vastation ; but to show what superstition, 
bigotry, and fanaticism, are capable of 
producing, and for the purpose of holding 
up the spirit of persecution to contempt, 
we shall here give as concise a detail as 
possible. 


No country, perhaps, has ever 
produced more martyrs than this. 
After many cruelties had been ex- 
ercised against the Protestants, 
there was a most violent persecu- 
tion of them in the year 1572, in 
the reign of Charles IX. Many 
of the principal Protestants were 
invited to Paris under a solemn 
oath of safety, upon occasion of 
the niarriage of the king of Na- 
varre with the French king’s sis- 
ter. The queen dowager of Na- 
varre, a zealeus Protestant, how- 
ever, was poisoned by a pair of 
gloves before the marriage was 
solemnized. Coligni, admiral of 
France, was basely murdered in 
his own house, and then thrown 
out of the window to gratify the 
malice of the Duke of Guise ; his 
head was afterward cut off, and 
sent to the king and queen mother ; 
and his body, after a thousand in- 
dignities offered to it, hung by the 
feet on a gibbet. After this, the 
murderers ravaged the whole city 
of Paris, and butchered, in three 
days, above ten thousand lords, 
gentlemen, presidents, and people 
of all ranks. A horrible scene of 
things, says Thuanus, when the 
very streets and passages resound- 
ed with the noise of those that met 
together for murder and plunder: 
the groans of those who were dy- 
ing, and the shrieks of such as 
were just going to be butchered, 
were every where heard: the bo- 
dies of the slain thrown out of the 
windows; the courts and chambers 
of the houses filled with them; the 
dead bodies of others draggett 
through the stgeets, their blood 
= through the channels in,

bouring river: in a word, an innu- 
merable multitude of men, women 
with child, maidens, and children, 
were all involved in one common 
destruction ; and the gates and en- 
trances of the king’s palace all 
besmeared with their blood.

In the city of Meaux 
they threw above two hundred 
into gaol; and after they had 
ravished and killed a great number 
of women, and plundered the 
houses of the Protestants, they ex- 
ecuted their fury on those they 
had imprisoned ; and calling them 
one by one, they were killed, as 
Thuanus expresses, like sheep in 
a market. In Orleans they mur- 
dered above five hundred, men, 
women, and children, and enrich 
ed themselves with the spoil. 
The same cruelties were practi- 
sed at Augers, Troys, Bourges, La 
Charite, and especially at Lyons, 
where they inhumanly destroyed 
above eight hundred Protestants : 
children hanging on their parents’ 
necks ;_ parents embracing their 
children; putting ropes about the 
necks of some, dragging them 
through the streets, and throwing 
them, mangled, torn, and halfdead, 
into the river. According to Tha- 


anus, above 30,000 Protestants 


were destroyed in this massacre; 
or, as others affirm, above 100,000. 
But what aggravated these scenes 
with still greater wantonness and 
cruelty, was, the manner in which 
ihe news was received at Rome.

They. made a great fire round 
about a boy, twelve years old, who 
with hands and eyes lifted up to 
heaven, cried out, ‘ My God, help 
me!’? and when they found the 
youth resolved to die rather than 
renounce his religion, they snatch- 
ed him from the fire just as he 
was on the point of being burnt. 
In several places the soldiers ap- 
plied red hot irons to the hands 
and feet of men, and the breasts 
of women. At Nantes, they hung 
up several women and maids by 
their feet, and others by their arm- 
pits, and thus exposed them to 
public view stark-naked. They 
bound mothers, that gave suck, 
to posts, and let their sucking in- 
fants lie languishing in their sight 
for several days and nights, crying 
and gasping for life.
